Yates 
be renominated he would make the fourth 
man and Chicago would have no delegate.

CROWD IN CITY UNCOUNTABLE. 


Man Who Tried to Get Into the Leland 
and Failed Says There Were 
: 5,000 People in It.

Springfield, Ill., May 11.—[Special.]—A man 
who tried six different doors to get into the 
Leland hotel tonight, and who made an un- 
successful effort to crawl in a window, esti- 
mated there were 5,000 people in it. As he 
didn’t get in to look, it is probable he under- 
estimated the crowd.

By this time navigation about the 
hotel had become so difficult that unfamiliar 
craft required a pilot, and by the time the 
Springfield people got out to swell the num- 
bers it was practically shut down.

pleted the seating of contesting delegates 
and selected the temporary officers at 4 
o'clock.’  - 

Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of the nationa! 
house of representatives, will be introduced 
as the temporary chairman and Dfmap T. 
Hoy of Woodstock as temporary secretary. 
The several candidates for gevernor were 
each invited to name an assistant secretary. 
Scott Cowan, one of the personal managers . 
of the Yates campaign, proposed Speaker 
Cannon for the chairmanship, and with a 
round of cheers the committee shouted 
“Aye” 'to the proposition. 

Mr. Cannon kas accepted the position, and 
the assembled’ republicans expect a speech 


coming contest. 


Another Yates-Lowden Scheme. 

Just before adjourning the committee 
passed a resolution defining the rights and 
powers of the contested delegates who have 
been placed on the temporary roll call. It 
read as follows: 

“Be it resolved by the republican state — 
committee, that the delegates placed on ths 
temporary roll call of the convention be en- 
titled to vote in all congressional district 
meetings for the selection of committees 
for the convention and members of the 
state committees and on all questions of tem- 
porary organization of the convention, ex- 
cept their owh contests.” 

One significance of this is that the Yates- 
Lowden people hope to retain control of the 
new state committee which will be chosen in 
this convention by picking a majority of its 
members. 

The talk is that they will name the com- 
mitteeman in fifteen out of the twenty-five 
congressional districts. If the new consti- 
tution is adopted committeemen at large will 
be done away with, for article IV. specifies 
that the committee “ shall be composed of 
one member from each congressional district 
in the state’ and no others except that in 
case the chairman and secretary chosen by 
the committee are not already members they | 
shall becOme members by virtue of their elec- 
tion to those offices.”’ 


Gives Combine More Power. 


‘The questionshas been raised whether it 
is the province of the state committee to 
take the action it took in the foregoing reso- 
lution today. It is contended in some quar- 
ters that it is the province of the temporary 
speaker to decide to what extent the winning 
contested delegates shall participate in the 
temporary action of the convention. How- 
ever, it is generally understood that the 
committee’s resolution will decide. If so, 
another significance it will have is that the 
Yates-Lowden element will have still great- 
er power, not only in the selection of the 
committee on credéntials but in the adoption 
of that committee’s report when it is sub- 
mitted back to the convention. 

The state committee reassembled at 10 a. 
m. today and took up the contest from Cum- 
berland gounty. The fight there resulted in 
the supporters of Attorney General Hamlin. 
setting up a delegation in opposition to the 
one chosen by the county convention and in- 
structed for Yates. 

Whether they thought it worth while, 
under the circumstances, to make a contest 
for temporary seats or to wait for the com-" 
mittee on credentials is something the Ham- 
lin people refuse to divulge, but they ap- 
peared to let the ease go without much hear- 
ing. The members of the state committee, 
it was said, subsequently voted to seat the 
Yates delegates, five in number, for the rea- 
gon that the other side had no case. 


Lively Row in Johnson. 


Johnson county produced the liveliest con- 
test of the day. It was a battie for suprem- 
acy between the county convention and the 
county committee. It appeared that early 
last winter the county committee—as is often 
the case in southern Illincis—delegated to 
itself the power of selecting the delegates to 
the state convention. The men named, it 
seems, were selected from the supporters of 
Attorney General Hamlin, although two or 
three of them lean.to Luwden. : 

Subsequently the republicans in the county 
raised a protest and demanded a county con- 
vention. They got one, and elected delegates 
who favor Yates. They are known, how- 
ever, as the Smith and Gillispie delegations. | 

W..Y. Smith of Vienna appeared before the 
committee in behalf of the Yates delegates 
and set forth what he termed the “ facts” 
as to the manner in which the two sets of 
delegates were chosen. He said that at the 
primaries 2,000 votes were cast,.and of that 
number Yates received 1,500. He thought 
this showed what the sentiment of the repub- 
licans of Johnson-county was. 


Hamlin Men Outvoed. 


A. K. Vickers, also of Vienna, spoke for 
the Gillispie crowd. The question he raised 
was that it is customary for the commit- 
tees to select the delegates in many coun- 
ties and-that also some county conventions 
give candidates the right to select the dele- 

tes. He suggested that if it was legal 
for Morgan county to delegate the power to 


in Johnson to act. , 

But Vickers was overruled by the commit- 
tee voting to admit the Yates or Smith dele- 
gation. 

The afternoon session was devoted to seat- 
ing Yates delegates from Greene county 
against the Hamlin-Lowden combine. The. 
contesting delegations are said to contain 
three Hamlin and two Lowden delegates. 
In this case there was a roll call, the decision 
resulting in favor of the Yates delegation 
by a vote of 28to7. The changes from yes- 
terday’s vote were James H. Burke, who 
went over to the majority; William J. But- 
ler, who did not vote today, and another 
member, Blain, who arrived today and voted. 


Plea for Chicago Charter. 


After hearing all! the contests the state 
committee admitted Ald. M. J. Foreman of 
Chicago, who is here to secure the adoption 
of a resolution favoring a charter amend- 
ment. Ald. Foreman called attention to the 
fact that at “the love feast’ meeting the 
state committee gave its indorsement to the 
proposition enacted by the last legislature 
providing a new charter for Chicago, and 
he wanted the members to see that it went 
into the platform tomorrow. The state com- 
mitteemen promised to lay the resolution be- 
fore the committee on resolutions and to ask 
that it be incorporated as a ng plank 
in the platform. 


New Law for the Party 

The report of the subcommittee, composed 
of Clarence R. Paul, John J. Brown, and 
James 8. Neville, on new legislation for the 
government of the republidin party of Iili- 
nois, was received apd will be recommended 
to the delegates in convention. This report 
already has been referred to in THE TRIBUNE. 
The most important provision in it, a radica] 
departure from long standing custom, has 
reference to the qualifications of members of 
hee state committee. This provision fol- 
Ows: 

“No person holding an elective or ap- 
pointive office or position under the gov- 
ernment of the United States or the state of 
Illinois or any county or city in the state 
shall be qualified to act as a member of the 
state committee. If any member shall ac- 
cept such position he thereby shall forfeit 
his membership and a vacancy shall exist.”

The fact came out that the gov~- 
ernor had sent an invitation to every state 
delegate. Some of these invitations were 
mailed from this city and some from Chi- 
cago. All delegates got them before leav- 
ing home. The procession of badge deco- 
rated representatives that passed through 
the governor's rooms on the main floor in- 
dicated many “acceptances.”

was present at this function.

It was headed by a band of 
music that filed into the hotel and played 
in front of his headquarters. 

Gen. Hamlin’s popularity was made plain 
by the way he was greeted by the crowd. 
Men threw their arms around his neck, pat- 
ted him on the back, and declared they would 
go down with him if he failed to land the 
prize. 

“We are not going down,"’ was the an- 
swer he gave them. Then they would rend 
the air with lusty cheers for “‘ the bald head- 
ed man from Shelby.” 


Petticoat Lane a Marvel. 


Petticoat lane, with “ Bob” Fort’s head- 
quafters just around the curve, was some- 
thing to see once and then die.

Convention System Looks Good. 


Some of the men ‘politicians looked in on 
Mrs. Springer’s convention long enough to 
see her method and admire it.

Two nominating speeches were made, be- 
cause Dr. Frances Dickinson of Chicago stole 
the thunder of Mrs. Clarinda M. Cope of 
Chicago.

“Some time ago,” she announced, in un- 
moved, judicial accents, “Mrs. Springer 
asked me to come down here and place her 
name in nomination. And I Intend to doit.’ 
The secret of Dr. Dickinson's discompos- 
ure as she faced the accusing look of Mrs. 
Cope was understood immediately. The lat- 
ter then proceeded with the speech she had 
taken pains to write out some days ago. 


Seconding Speeches Are Heard. 


As soon as Mrs. Springer had been well and 
thoroughly nominated, Mrs. Carrie Alexan- 
der, chairman of the convention, announced 
a willingness to hear other nominations and 
looked about expectantly. There were no 
responses to this invitation, but an anxious 
delegate arose and timidly queried if “* there 
were not to be any seconding speeches.” 

A number of other delegates had been 
gathering strength for the effort at oratory 
and they also were betraying uneasiness lest 
the opportunity be lost.

ing Extension of Suffrage.

Springfield, Ill., May 11.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch and Mrs. De 
Witt Jones of Chicago, with Mrs. Eva M. 
Smith of Springfield, will make what Mrs. 
McCulloch calls the “ biennial attempt of 
equal suffragists to secure a suffrage plank 
in the republican state platform. 

This attempt will be made before the plat- 
form committee. Mrs. McCulloch has some 
opes of securing favorable action, asserting 
that the requests of the suffragists are ex- 
tremely moderate. They ask-that the fol- 
lowing be incorporated in the draft and 
submitted to the convention: : 

** Whereas, Illinois women are an impor- 
tant part of the.citizenship of the state. 
bearing and rearing its children and paying 
its taxes; we believe that not only these 
duties of citizenship but the privileges as 
well should be exercised by them, and we 
recommend that our next legislature extend 
to women further suffrage rights.” 

“The legislature has limited powers to ex- 
tend suffrage,” said Mrs. McCulloch, “and 
we believe there is a tendency to work to- 
wards that limit. Genuine extension wil] 
have to be ‘the result of a constitutional 
amendment. When that comes up the wom- 
en will make the fight of their lives.”

In 1895, when Cleveland sent in his cele- 
brated Venezuela message, it was Mr. Hitt 
who formulated a bill providing for a com- 
mission to report upon the true division line, 
thus referring the question at once to a 
tribunal, preventing public debate and pro- 


moting arbitration, which Great Britain had ‘ 


previously refused. On the other hand, it 
was Mr. Hitt a year before who attacked 
President Cleveland in a brilliant and schol- 
arly speech, which was copied all over the 


world, for the attempt to overthrow the re- - 


publican government of Hawali and restore 
Queen Ljl. By 1898 the republicans had the 
presidency, as well as the senate and house, 
and it was Mr. Hitt who formulated and 
offered a bill for the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian islands, and later President McKin- 
ley appointed him, with Senators Cullom and 
Morgan, as a commission to establish a new 
government for the island. 

Later on, in connection with the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, in the settlement of Cuban 
affairs, in the extremely delicate negotia- 
tions with Colombia and Panama, and final- 
ly at the time of the declaration of war be- 
tween Japan and Russia, Mr. Hitt has been 
the one man whose diplomatic experience 
has beer freely drawn upon at all times by 
Secretary Hay and President Roosevelt. 

President Admires Illinoisan: 

It is scarcely any wonder, therefore, that 
when the people at the White house today be- 
gan to speak of Mr. Hitt as the probable 
candidate for the vice presidency President 
Roosevelt spoke of him in terms of the warm- 
est admiration and referred fo-the brilliance 
of his record and the extraordinary modesty 
of his personal character in terms which 
would have seemed extravagant if they had 
not been marked by such sincerity of man- 
ner, 

“T have no candidate for vice president,” 
said President Roosevelt, “and it would be 
improper for me to have one.” 

This was in entire harmony with the pres- 
ident’s position on this subject, but the 
warmth of hig expressed admiration of Mr. 
Hitt left no doubt in the minds of his callers 
that he recognized the extreme appropriate- 
ness of the nomination and that Mr. Hitt 
would be fully as acceptable to President 
Roosevelt as any other man who has been 
suggested for the position. 

In view, therefore, of the extreme friendli- 
ness of the president and of the extraordi- 
nary public career of Mr. Hitt. who was in 
the confidence of and possessed the friend- 
ship of men like Abraham Lincoln, U. 8. 
Grant, James A. Garfield, James G. Blaine, 
Thomas B. Reed, and William McKinley, in 
addition to a host of others scarcely less

PETERSBURG, May 11.—There were 
scenes of martial splendor on the Champs 
de Mars today when Emperor Nicholas held 
his annual review of the detachment ‘of al) 
troops in the military district at St. Peters- 
burg, which includes every regiment of the 
imperial guard. a 

Drawn up on the vast plain were 40,000 
of the finest troops in the empire arrayed 
in brilliant uniforms. Stretching back from 
the front were the foot soldiers. Behind 
them were great parks of artillery, while 
back into the radiating streets, as far as 
the eye could see, were the pennants of the 
cavalry. 

On the appearance of the emperor the 
standards were lifted, the bands burst forth, 
and tens of thousands of throats roared a 
welcome. Like a shuttle | the procession 
passed back and forth as the emperor in- 
spected the various regiments. ‘ Good day, 
my children,” was his universal greeting. 

“Good health, your imperial majesty,” 
was the unfailing response.

Marching Past the Czar. . 
When the inspection was completed the 
bands were massed opposite the imperial] 
pavilion. Out in front, alone save for a 
bugler and two Circassians of the guard in 
bright crimson, the emperor sat his charger 
like a statue.

After the board had transacted its routine 
business with unusual harmony, President 
Harris took one minute to resign from his 
post and call upon the board to fill the va- 
cancy caused by hig retirement. It required 
another minute for Vice President Plamon- 
don to receive the gavel from the retiring 
chief and ask the sense of the board regard- 
ing Mr. Harris’ resignation. Trustee Downey 
moved the acceptance of the resignation and 
also the appointment of a committee to draft 
suitable resolutions expressing to Mr. Harris 
the regret of his fellow board members over 
his withdrawal. This took one more minute. 


Harris Nominates His Successor. 

Vice President Plamond constituted 
Trustees Downey, Stolz, and Thees a resolu- 
tions committee and then called for nomi- 
nations. Mr. Harris, who in the last election 
defeated Mr. Mark for the presidency by the 
narrow margin of one vote, named his former 
opponent—his predecessor in the office and 
his successor when he retired from the pres- 
idency two years ago. 

Mr. Harris occupied two minutes with his 
epeech. 

“While Mr. Mark and I frequently have 
differed,’ he said, “ I have no ill will forany 
one who differs from me.” 

Trustees Shields, Plamondon, and Stolz 
expressed regret at the retirement of Mr. 
Harris and seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Mark. Trustee Downey moved that the sec- 
retary be instructed to cast one ballot for 
Trustee Mark as president. The new presi- 
dent accepted the gavel and thanked his fel- 
low board members for the “ confidence they 
expressed in him by returning him to the 
presidency.” He then adjourned the meet- 
ing—time, 8 minutes. 


Re-election Is in Prospect. 

Mr. Mark was elected to serve only until 
the close of the present school year, on 
June 22, but his re@lection at that time for 
the following year is practically assured. 
The new president has been a member of the

BOGUS NATURALIZATION PAPERS. 

One of the extensive and profitable indus- 
tries of New York City has been the manu- 
facture and sale of fraudulent naturalization 
papers. It is estimated that nearly 30,000 
of them have been disposed of in that city, 
the Italians being liberal purchasers. Some 
were sold at $15 apiece to persons who sent 
them to Italy, where they found a ready mar- 
ket at $20 or more. Immigrants who had 
bought them got into the country without 
difficulty, because the inspectors thought 
they were naturalized citizens returning 
from a visit to their native land, — 
One kind of certificate is an out and out 
forgery. Another is a genuine certificate 
from which the original name has been re- 
moved with acids and another substituted. 
Another kind is a genuine certificate with 
true signatures. It was discovered that a 
big batch of signed blanks kept in the office 
of the clerk of a United States court had 
been stolen by an employé and sold at $5 
apiece. Up to date there have been seventy- 
five convictions in the bogus certificate cases, 
and about as many more offenders are await- 
ing trial. 

A business of this kind is more likely to be 
carried on on a grand scale in New York 
than in any other city, but the profits are so 
great that it is quite probable that fraudu- 


lent certificates are made and sold in Chi- 


cago. One reason why aliens who settle in 
New York City buy certificates is that it 
enables them to get municipal employment, 
for which “ citizens ” only are eligible. That 
reason holds good here» where all city em- 
ployés must be citizens. 
Perhaps if agents of the national govern- 
ment were to do some investigating in Chi- 
cago they would be repaid for their trouble 
by discovering that the business of manu- 
facturing fraudulent certificates of natura]- 
ization is not unknown here. : 


LIFE VERSUS PROPERTY. 

It is quite true, as Judge Tuley says, that 
“ property interests of individuals cannot 
be ruthléssly sacrificed by legislation.” But 
they can be sacrificed when it is clearly ap- 
parent that the safety of human life will 
be endangered if they are not. That legis- 
lation compelling property owners to spend 
much or little money in the remodeling of 
buildings which comply with regulations in 
force when they were erected should be rea- 
‘sonable, no one will deny. That such legis- 
lation is lawful, no one should attempt to 
deny. 


alterable laws of the Medes and Persians, 
They become more rigid as the community 
becomes more intelligent. * Because of its 
increasing intelligence it insists on the in- 
stallation of sanitary appliances. It de- 
mands the erection of fire escapes. It finds 
out continually that additional precautions 
are needed against dangers frém fire or dis- 
ease, and it orders the owners of old build- 
ings to make necessary changes, even 
though they are expensive. Property inter- 
ests are not so sacred as life and health. 

It may be that some of the new require- 
ments of the building ordinances are unrea- 
sonable as regards particular buildings, In 
such cases, if the council does not grant re- 
lief, the courts will. They will protect the 
property owner against demands which are 
obviously unjust. But it devolves on him 
to prove that they are. The question of the 
expense to which he will be put by com- 
pliance with the new requirements has 
little to do with the matter. He should prove 
to the satisfaction of the courts that the 
lives of the temporary or permanent occu- 
pants of his building will not be endangered 
if the changes are not made. 


AMERICAN BOY NOT “FEMINIZED.” 

Parents of American school boys wil] 
not be alarmed at what the Mosely educa- 
tion commission is pleased to call the “ fem- 
inization ” brought about by the prevalence 
of the schoolmarm in this country. Nor 
will they believe that the future is threat- 
ened because the growing youth in America 
may not battle with his fists to an equal 
extent with his English cousin. They are 
confident that there is sufficient rough and 
tumble in ordinary boy life through the 
country to insure the permanence of the 
essential elements of courage in American 
character: 
. The English school boy may be allowed 
more liberty in the exercise of his combat- 
iveness, and the fighter may be a greater hero 
when he comes home with a bloody nose,

ING Edward has caused the Servian 
government to be notified that he does 
not regard the promotion of officers 
personally concerned in the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga from their posts at court to higher 
offi in the army and in the state as con- 
stituting a satisfaction, in the public opinion 
of Great Britain at any rate, for the outrage 
perpetrated last summer, and that under the 
circumstances diplomatic relations between 
the courts of St. James and of Belgrade 
must be considered no longer as merely sus- 
pended temporarily but as definitely at an 
end. Orders have been given to break up 
the English legation in the Servian capital. 
‘The house which it occupies has been va- 
cated, the staff dispersed to other capitals, 
while Sir George Bonham, the minister plen- 
ipotentiary, has been instructed to remove 
his furniture and belongings from Belgrade, 
since there will be no further use for his 
services there. 

British interests in Servia will henceforth 
be Jooked after by a consul, who will d 
only with the government and abstain from 
any intercourse with King Peter. It is 
yet possible that the other great powers of 
Europe, who realize now that they were too 
quick to assume that King Peter had loyally 
fulfilled the promises of reparation which 
they had demanded of him, will follow the 
example of King Edward, and appreciating 
the extent to which the Servian ruler has 
trifled with them, may once more recall their 
diplomatic representatives from Belgrade. 


Although ex-Crown Princess Stephanie 
has, as I stated the other day in these col-

THE SAD SHEPHERD. 
. A Pastoral in One Act.

Presented at the Hull house theater, 
Chicago, by the Hull House Dramatic 
association, May 11, 1904.

An audience which comfortably filled the 
neat little theater in Hull House witnessed 
last evening an interesting and highly cred- 
itable presentation of “ The Sad Shepherd,” 
the pastoral which is believed to have been 
the last dramatic work of Ben Jonson, and 
which, it is understood, has not before been 
performed in this country. In 1896 a produc- 
tion was accomplished in England and met 
with favor at the hands of the compara- 
tively limited circle of drama patrons in- 
terested in such revivals. 

The Hull House Dramatic association de- 
serves thanks and commendation for under- 
taking the presentation of the pastoral—a 
presentation not accomplished without much 
loving labor and thoughtful care on the part 
of Mrs. Pelham and those having the matter 
in charge. There is no great likelihood of 
‘‘The Sad Shepherd ”’ becoming widely pop- 
ular. But the opportunity afforded by last 
evening’s performance to see the quaint old 
poetic work and to form some estimate of 
what served as entertainment for our fore- 
bears is welcome and is to be gratefully 
made the most of. 

Down deep in our hearts we may be secret- 
ly glad that our stage offers us something 
more effective, more vital, and dramatically 
more artistic than is such a pastoral, but still 
it is well, perhaps, for us to be brought now 
and again to a realization of how far the 
drama has progressed, and how simple in 
certain of its forms it was at one time. Itis 
interesting to compare a play of Shakspeare 
with such a piece as “ The Sad Shepherd ”’ 
and to remember that they both are the 
products of the same literary period. 

The performance last evening was in all 
respects creditable and praise meriting. The 
scenic setting was attractive, consisting as 
it did of a forest background done in the 
hazy, impressionistic manner and of a tree 
in bloom placed in the forefront of the stage. 
The costumes were beautiful in their sim- 
plicity of design and their soft, harmonious 
coloring. 

The story is of an entertainment offered by 
Robin Hood in the Forest of Sherwood toa 
company of shepherds and shepherdesses. 
All are merry save Avglamour, whose love, 
Earine, is supposed to have been drowned in 
River Trent. She in reality has been be- 
witched ahd imprisoned in an oak by Maud- 
lin the Envious. Marion, the lady of Robin 
Hood, has slain a fine deer for the feast, but 
Maudlin, assuming Marion’s form, orders 
the venison transported to her (Maudlin’s) 
house. There is a brief quarrel between 
Robin and the real Marion, but when the 
misunderstanding is straightened the plan 
is devised for the capture of the witch, 
Maudlin. She Is deprived of her magic gir- 
die by Robin, the love affairs of the simple 
play are arranged satisfactorily for all 
chiefly concerned, and the piece ends with a 
merry dance. It is an innocent, harmless 
tale, told in simple, smoothly flowing rhyme, 
with an occasional gleam of humor—some- 
times intended and sometimes not—and with 
here and there a poetic idea of some degree 
of beauty.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKs, 


G. P. Putnam's Sons offer two books as 
their share in this spring’s series of nature 
| books, one of them by Grace Greylock Niles 
on “ BOG TROTTING FOR ORCHIDS.” 

Miss Niles’ real object, I take it, was not 
s0 much to givé instruction as to have the 
pleasure of writing down her various experi- 
ences in the swamps around Hoosac and the 
Berkshire region. Three states, Vermont, 
New York, and Massachusetts, form the 
little corner where the delectable swamps or 
bogs are situated, and Miss Niles knows this 
region thoroughly. 

To those who know orchids the book will 
be of interest, for the author has found many 
rare species and has plentifully illustrated 
the book’ with colored photographs and 
plates. To those who know the Berkshires 
the book will have an interest on account of 
its ‘‘ local color,’’ for names of creeks, farms, 
and towns are given as landmarks where the 
flowers have been found, and once one finds 
that a book has a “ lecal habitation and a 
name” with which he is familiar it gains in 
importance. 

Miss Niles is a resident of Williamstown, 
under the shadow of old Greylock, from 
which she takes her second name. She 
knows the traditions of the country by heart, 
and finds time and space to insert those of 
interest into her book, thus enlarging it, but 
perhaps adding enjoyment to a larger circle 
of readers, for erchids, their Latin names, 
and the time of year in which they are found 
would be of importance only to the orchid 
seeker. 

From all this it is plain that this is not 
strictly a scientific work, though the author 
has much learning on the subject. The 
length of the book is against it; with appen- 
dix included it contains nearly 300 pages, 
which is more permissible in a textbook 
than in one which contains enough extrane- 
ous matter to be called a book of excursions, 
or of ** bog trotting.” 

Another publication of G. P. Putnam's 
Sons is ‘‘ THE TREES AND SHRUBS OF 
NORTHEASTERN AMERICA,” by Charles 
S. Newhall. Mr. Newhall has three other 
volumes on the tree or vine growth of this 
portion of America, which includes all the 
species to be found in Canada and that part 
of the United States northeast of the Mis- 
sissippi river. This is a book intended as an 
aid in studying the trees with which we are 
all so familiar and yet cannot name. The 
book is laid out after a regular formula—the 
leaves, outline, stems, flowers, fruit, where 
the tree is to be found, and its usual height 


tion. It is simply done, well classified, and 
the description of each tree is accompanied 
by an illustration of its leaf, berry, or fruit. 

Such a book is of great help to the self- 
appointed student of the trees of his native 
country. The bits of general information at 
the bottom of most of the pages gives the 
book a touch of the author's personality 
which has no scope in the formula he has 
prepared for the purpose of giving specific 
and easily learned information. 


Prof. Leo 8. Rowe of the University of 
Pennsylvania, who was a member of the 
commission which revised and compiled the 
laws of Porto Rico, and who afterward was 
chairman of the insular code commission, has 
written “THE UNITED STATE AND 
PORTO RICO” (Longmans, Green & Co., 
New York), a work having speciabreference 
to the problems arising from our contract 
with Spanish-American civilization. 

It is recognized that we have by no means 
accompHshed that thorough understanding 
which will be necessary to a complete and 
sympathetic government of the West Indian 
island. For the second time in our history 
we have come in contact with Spanish laws 
and customs in managing lands derived di- 
rectly from the Spaniards, and in Porto Rico 
the problem is more serious than the one we 
encountered in California more than half 
a century ago. 

It is realized that the institutions found in 
force in Porto Rico cannot be overturned in 
a day, but the work of the commissions upon 


which Mr. Rowe has served has gone far to 


simplify the work which will follow. He ex- 
plains in this work the various steps which 
have already been taken in adopting our 
laws and customs to those in force during 
Spanish rule, and the comparisons he makes 


and new régimes are most interesting and 
instructive. 

Among the more salient points of which he 
treats are: The extension of American in- 
fluence in the West Indies, the political and 
legal aspects of change of covereignty, the 
status of Porto Rico, civil rights and polit- 
ical status, the people of Porto Rico, the 
period of military rule, the establishment of 
civil government, the problem confronting the 
civil government, the contact of the Spanish 
with the American legal system, the reor- 
ganization of the system of local govern- 
ment, financial reorganization, the reorgan- 
ization of the judicial system, the introduc- 
tion of trial by jury, and the civil service. 


Prof. Charles A. Briggs is a writer who, at 
any rate; is apt to be interesting. It is the 
supreme facts and truths in history that ap- 
peal to him. In making a book he never 
lugs into it the chips of his workshop. He 
has the essential modesty of the true schu'- 
arship, although it may not always appear 
so. He is willing to share even with the 
Old Testament in the admission that he him- 
self is not always “inerrant.” Of his new 
book, “NEW LIGHT ON THE LIFE OF 
JESUS,” he says: “ This new light solves 
most of the difficult problems of the gospeis. 
fills up the chasm between the Synoptists 
and the gospel of John, and satisfies the 
most searching inquiries of modern higher 
criticism and historical criticism. The book 
must go into the fires of criticism, the hotter 
the better. If the light is a trué light it will 
abide.”’ 

Neither of the four gospels appears to have 
followed an exact chronological order: facts 
and events are arranged in part by reference 
to some natural association of topics. Tu 
elucidate the time order in'a scheme of the 
greatest probability has been the laborious 
task. Interest in the result will not be con- 
fined to the professional student, but the 
work will be found helpful to the ordinary 
student of the New Testament. It fs a small 
book, containing not quite 200 pages.

Many women cry, “0, leave us alone tn. 
our ignorance; we don’t want to know about 
bacteria ’"—and yet they and their moth- 
ers and their grandmothers have struggled 
with these unknown quantities, Mr. Conn 
shows that a knowledge of these forms of 
life is more essential in the home than any- 
where else. He then explains their work in 
the household: 
“ Bacteria, yeasts, and molds comprise 
a series of plants commonly known as 
microtrganisms, or more popularly as mi- 
crobes. It has for some time been recog- 
nized that together they form a group of the 
utmost importance, not only to the phy- 
sician but also to theagriculturist. Today it 
is beginning to be appreciated that their re- 
lation to the ordinary household, and. hence 
to the housewife, is even more intimate than 
tothe physician. Weare learning that many 
of the tasks of the housekeeper, some of 
which may be more or less unpleasant, have 
their foundation in bacteriology, and we are 
beginning to recognize that these microtr- 
ganisms constitute the foundation of the de- 
mand for cleanliness so forcibly emphasized 
in modern times. 
“In the household microtrganisms have 
an !mportant bearing in three directions: 
“1. They are the cause of the decay and 
spoiling of foods and many other products. 
“2. They are sometimes of value in the 
preparation of foods. 
“3. They are the cause of contagious dis- 
eases. 


a Although household duties are varied in 
character, the larger part of them concern 
the preparation and the preservation of 
foods. The preparation of food belongs 
primarily to the department of cooking, al- 
though certain other factors are concerned, 
But the science of cooking has little to do 
with the preservation of food. This latter 
problem is intimately related to modern 
bacteriology. It is largely for this reason

foods which the housewife designs for the 
table. If they have a chance to get at the 
food, she soon notices that it undergoes.a 
series of changes, characterized by what we 
call putrefaction, decay, souring, or per- 
haps some other change not properly classed 
under any of these terms. The general rot- 
ting of fruit, the decay of meat, the souring 
of milk, and a host of other similar phe- 
nomena which occur in every pantry if the 
food is not carefully protected represent 
some of the effects produced in foods when 
microdrganisms begin to f@ed upon them. 
Thus it is evident that these microscopic 


“This fact, however, has not been thor- 
oughly appreciated until recent years, and, 
indeed, it is only just beginning to be recog- 
nized today /that the housewife’s knowledge 
should comprise an understanding of the 
nature and habitat of these microscopic foes, 
their methods of distribution from place to 
place, the conditions under which they 
grow and fail to grow, together with the 
various devices which may be adopted for 
checking their active growth where they are 
not wanted. Although the facts have only 
recently been appreciated, it is known today 
that a considerable part of the duties in 
every household is concerned with these 
microscopic organisms, known and unknown. 


“The chief desire of the housewife is to 
prevent the growth of these microdrganisms 
in places where they are not wanted. For 
this purpose have been invented refrigera- 
tors and all devices for cold storage and for 
cooling and keeping cold any food products: 
to this end, too, are designed the various 
methods of preserving food and fruits. The 
immense industry of canning, either on a 
large scale &s is done in factories, or on a 
small scale as is done in the household, is 
dependent upon the rélation of microdrgan- 
isms tofood. Thesterilizing or pasteurizing 
of milk, as well as other foods, is also a 
bacteriological problem, and, indeed, many 
other phases of household life are really 
bacteriological phenomena. Whether or not 
she possesses a scientific knowledge of bac- 
teria and their allies, the housewife must 
have a certain practical knowledge of their 
nature and of their powers, for this prac- 
tical knowledge is absolutely necessary to 
enable her to preserve her food successfully 
from the microdrganisms which are so liable 
to spoil it.’’ ' 


Surely there fs not only more in heaven 
and earth than Horatio dreamed of but 
there is more within the four walls of a 
home than the housewife suspects.

BEFORE DEALERS IN THEM. 


Lucy Page Gaston Invades Cigar Men’s 
Association and Is Strongly Criti- 
cised, but Partly Wins Her Point.. 


Miss Lucy Page Gaston invaded the strong- 
hold of the cigaret yesterday afternoon, and 
during two hours pleaded with the Cigar 
Dealers’ association to abandon the sale of 


A heated debate followed, but at its close 
the dealers, who had left their unfinished 
cigars in the ante-room in the Atwood build- 
ing, took up a collection of $10 and presented 
it to her. 

Samuel Harris, president of a cigaret com- 
pany, came from New York to oppose Miss 
Gaston's plea and thwart her efforts to 
secure passage of an ordinance forbidding 
the sale or manufacture of cigarets in Chi- 
cago. 

* By advertising the cigaret, Miss Gaston,” 
he said, *‘and by publicly. proclaiming its 
‘devilish character,’ you have made it at- 
tractive and increased its smoking among 
boys who otherwise would not have thought 
of experimenting with it. 

“You can't stop the smoking of cigarets 
by forbidding their sale. That has been tried 
in lowa and Tennessee without success. 
Make it a misdemeanor for a minor to pur- 
chase them and you will strike’at the root 
of theevil.” 

Edward Kollman, president of the Cigar 
Dealers’ association, and M. W. Diffley, one 
of the oldest dealers in Chicago, agreed with 
him. ‘ 

**None of the dealers favors the sale of 

cigarets to minors,”’ said Mr. Diffey. ‘“‘ Give 
them the privilege of calling a policeman 
every time a minor asks for cigarets and the 
habit soon will decrease.’’ 
The dealers finally adopted a resolution 
favoring an ordinance making it a mis- 
demeanor for a minor to purchase tobacco, as 
well as for the dealer to sell it to the minor.

TRACK IS HELD AT FAULT 


Owner Hildreth Says Lumpy 
Going Beats Monastic and 
Hands Across. 


The first scandal of the Worth meeting 
cropped up yesterday after the fourth race, 
the feature event, at seven furlongs; in 
which Hands Across, 8, C. Hildreth's entry, 
the 8 to 5 favorite, ridden by Henry, did not 
finish better than third. 

-The general impression was that Hildreth’s 
trick would come home by himself, and when 
he made a dism@ failure of it talk of jobbery 
was heard. The judges took exceptions to 
Henry’s ride and suspended him pending an 
investigation, which will take place. this 
morning. Henry was scheduled to ride 
Potheen in the fifth race and Zyra in the 
last, but he was not permitted to fill his en- 
gagements. 

Speaking of the affair, Judge Morse said 
he did not fancy Henry’s ride on Monastic 
Il., which was beaten by Floral King in the 
second race, and that his efforts on Hands 
Across were weak. “I will give Henry a 
chance to explain his work, and if he can 
prove an alibi we will lift the suspension.” 


Jockey Cries Over Charge. 

Henry, in defense, said Hands Across 
sulked under him; that he rode him to the 
best of his ability and that he could get 
nothing owt of him. The tears rolled down 
the boy’s cheeks when making his explana- 
tions, and he said he could not understand 
why he should be held responsible for some- 
thing he was not accountable for. 

The track had dried out fairly well, still 
it was a-bit heavy on the backstretch, and 
several horsemen thoroughly acquainted 
with track conditions say it did not suit 
Hands Across. . P, Reed, former owner 
of the gelding; 8. C. Hildreth, James Arthur, 
and a number of other horsemen freely ad- 
mitted they did not think Hands Across 
could win because of the lumpy condition of 
the track. 

Regarding the defeat of Monastic II., Hil- 
dreth said: *' The colt has delicate feet and 
the clods on the track, which are ag hard 
and as large as rocks, make it painful for him 
to run. I would advise the judges to have) 
a veterinary examine his feet and have him 
testify whether the colt can do himself jus- 
tice racing over a bed of rocks.”’ 

To make good his statement as to the 
rocks Hildreth escorted a party of reporters 
to the track, in front of the judges’ stand, 
and picked up big clods of dirt as hard as 
rocks, and asked: ‘‘ How would one of you 
boys Hke to run over those in your bare- 
feet? Well, that is practically what Monastic 
did today. 

“ As for Hands Across,” he continued, “I 
will turn him over to any horseman on the 
track, and if he can do better with him than 
I have he can keep him. He is a Bood feeder 
and that is the only good thing I can say 
about him.” 


Hands Across a Bad Horse. 
Gilfain won the race that brought trouble 
to Henry, and Albula ran second. Emperor 
of India set the pace to the far turn, where 
he gave way to Albula, which led to within 
fifty yards of where Gilfain forged to the 
front and won by a half length. Hands 
Across was next to last on the backstretch, 
but unter Henry’s vigorous ride moved into 
third place midway of the homestretch. The 
boy’ whipped him to the final sixteenth, and, 


Monastic was also hard driven through the 
stretch, but could not get within winning 
distance. 

The card was one of the best of the meet- 
ing and developed interesting events. St. 
Paula was easily the best of a poor lot in 
the first race; King’s Trophy beat the young- 
sters in the third; Stroller made every post 
a winning post in the fifth. in which Potheen, 
the favorite, poorly ridden by Sheehan, 
finished third, gnd Dusky won the closing

Foreign grain men note an increased con- 
sumption of wheat in Europe as~well as @m 


America, along with the greatly increased- 


supplies from other countries than this. A 
letter from Hamburg to the J. Rosenbaum 
Grain company under date ed cache 26 says: 
Our market would be stil! r but for 
continued active demand for spot wheat. 
No stocks whatever exist. It seems our con- 
sumption of wheat is growing every year 
more than the production, just as in the Unit- 
ed States. Big quantities are still to be 
expected, and especially in Argentine wheat, 
and the further development of our market, 
not mentioning the weather, depends on 
whether the consumptive demand remains 
large enough to take up the enormous quan- 
tities. People are’ adverse to purchases of 
No. 2 hard winter, new crop, on account.of 
the favorable prospects of the home crop. 
Corn prices asked from your side are too 
dear, round maize being freely offered from 
Argentina, south Russia, and Roumania at 
cheap prices, but in mixed corn some loads 
have still to be covered, and for them prices 
asked will have to be paid. A regular trade, 
however, cannot take place unless prices on 
your side decline.” A Hamburg letter of the 
same date says: “ Plate wheat is much in 
favor; still more so is Indian wheat, which 
has now gone down to about the lowest 
level of last year. We expect, however, that 
American wheat will be in line soon.” 


Corn bulls were making an argument from | 


the heavy shipments posted yesterday that 
the all rail movement was much larger than 
generally supposed. The inspection sheet 
showed 580,000 bu shipped. Later informa- 
tion disclosed the fact’ that of the total 
named only 232,605 bu went all rail, that 
169,000 bu was cleared by boat for Buffalo, 
$1,000 bu for Port Huron, and 147,667 bu 
for New York.

The death of Alonzo D. Ferren, commercial 
editor of the Daily News, was announced on 
‘change yesterday.

NEAR SERIOUS FREIGHT WAR. | ° 


Secret Rate Cutting Reported in Prog- 


ress for Three Months to Soeur ene: 


Great danger exists that the trunk linés 
between Chicago and New York will soon 
become involved*in a serious freight rate 
war. Hostilities have been in progress for 
two or three months, but thus far an open 
break has been averted. Secret rate cutting 
and other underhanded practices by some of 
the roads are alleged. 

The reduction in rates on grain id grain 
products a week ago was announced to meet 
the secret rates made by some of the lines. 
As long as the roads had all the business 
they could handle there was littie trouble in 
maintaining agreed rates, but business dur- 
ing the last few months has fallen off ma- 
terially, and the roads find it necessary to 
grant concessions to big shippers to keep 
their cars in service. The so-called weak 
linés, it is claimed, have beew the principal 
offenders, but the latter assert that the 
strong lines are doing the crooked work and 
manage to get the t bulk of the business. 
The Grand Trunk threatens to go on the 
Warpath because of, ite being unjustly 
charged with the crooked work. A promi- 
nent official of the Grand Trunk says his 
company is tired of the shabby treatment it 
is getting — its American competitorfs, 
and “if it to take the blame it proposes 
to get more of the game.” 

“The improvements that have been made 
on the Grand Trunk during the last two or 
three years,’’ he said, “have bettered the 
position of that road. The American lines 
have seen that we intend to bid for traffic 
more boldly than before. They know per- 
fectly well that we can cut the rates from’ 
Chicago to tidewater nearly 50 per cent and 
till make money on low grade stuff.”
